there 1b likely to h? little delay on 
the ques'lon of indemnity, as there i 
every disposition here not to press 
with undue severity on Spain in this 
raspaet About the only reason which 
would impel this government to insist 
upon an Indemnity would he a further 
Btiibhorn resistance by Spain. Speak- 
ing broadly, the statement was made 
by an Influential offlclal that a settle- 
ment in which Spain com oded two 
vital points, namely, Cuba and Porto 
Rico, and at the .same time gained two 
Vital points, namely, freedom from a 
war Indemnity and a retention of her 
control of the Philippines, would ap 
pear to be a Just balance of equities. 

Nof?iing was heard from the Miles 
expedition at the war department, but 
Captain Hlgglnson, the senior officer 
of the naval convoy, forwarded a brief 
cablegram that gave keen delight to 
the navy department because of tin 
unstinted praise It accorded to a pop 
ular and dashing young ofllcer, "Dick" 
Wainwrlght, tha comnmnder of the 
little Oloueesttr. Wainwrlght. having 
been commendad by his Fiiperior. Ilii; 
glnson, for his actions at Guanica, en- 
Joys the solitary distinction of being 
tha only officer attached to Sampson's 
float who has bean twice officially com- 
mended since the war began. 

The war department has reeoneiled 
Itself to the summary change In the 
plans made by Oeneral Miles when he 
landad at Ouanlca instead of on the 
northeast coast of Porto Rico, as pre- 
viously agreed upon. It is surmised 
that he was led to make this change 
by reason of the detention of his light- 
ers and foresaw a waA'a delay In 
effecting a landing unless he went in 
where be did, and ran his troops and 
artillery directly ashore. He thus has 
avoided ezpoaing his troops to the 
taardsbipa avflarad by Shattar'a man 
as they lay for go uny days off San 
tiago. It is also suggested that the 
general has scored an Important dip 
lomatlc advantage la setting foot upon 
Porto Rlcan soil before the first over' 
tures had been received from Spain 
looking towards peace. 

The departure of General Brnokt^ 
and General Haines from Hampton 
Roads, which is expected, to reinforce 
Oeneral liUea In Porto Rico is a very 
substantial evidence of k-e purpose of 
the government not to abate the pros- 
ecution of military operations at this 
stage of the negotiations. The two 
generals are embarked on rapid liners 
and should reach Oeneral Miles by 
next Monday, putting him In posses- 
sion of a sufficient force to begin the 
movement upon San Juan at once. 

The seeond captured battleflag was 
received at the war department with 
a brief not* from General Shalter, as 
follows: 

"Fragment of Spanish flag captured 
by the Thirteenth United States in 
fantry at San Juan, July 1." 

Inspector General Breckinridge, who 
had been a member of General Shaf 
ter's staff, called at the White House 
and personally described to the presi- 
dent the conditions existing there 
when he left, July 20. He spoke par- 
ticularly of the remarkable enthusi- 
asm displayed by the United States 
troops there and of their cool, brave 
conduct under Are. He also minim- 
ized the yellow ferer conditions, and 
said that the tro^ had been fully 
prepareA la adTuoe tor Its appear 
ance. 



Washington. July 28.— The Inltla- 

Uon of overtures for peace has had the 

< effect of suspending In a large meae 
ure, for the time being at le^t, inter- 
est In the military and naval situa- 
tton. Though It is known through the 
open admission of members of the ad 
ministration that the present peace 
phase would remain unchanged until 
after another cabinet meetins on Fri 
day there wac atUI evidenced a dispo 
sitioa to dlaeuaa this matter in its 
every aapect 

Naturally the first point of inquiry 
was the exact shape taken by the 
Spanish presentation Tuesday. Curl 
osity on this point remained ungratified 
and must probably so continue for 
some days to come, the president hav 
Ing decided that nothing more definite 
than the sUtenent issuad from the 
* White House shall he givtB to the 
public at this time. 

The motive is a prudential one, and 
the prtsident hap even tone so far as 
to suggest to the Madrid authorities 
the expediency of keeping the text of 
the Spanish overture from publication 
at this time. The next point of in- 
terest was the character and extent of 
the demanA llkrty to be made by the 
United SUtea aa the condition of 
peace.

There will be much discussion in all 
likelihood also regarding an armis- 
tice for It is the destlnct piirpoKO of the 
Spanish authorities to secure a sus- 
pension of hostilities pending the ne- 
foilationa for peace. It may be that 
the application will be granted, but if 
BO, it will be only under the most ef- 
fective safeguards to prevent loss of 
any advantage to the United States and 
«pon bladtn't pledgea that certain 
well defined objecta are to be conceded 
to us. 

The president discussed this com- 
plex subject all day with various 
membera of the cabinet aa they called 
In the course of ordinary busintgs. 
Secretary Day and Postmaster GeneiiU 
Charles Emory Smith spent some time 
a.t the White House, presumably ex- 
changing views with the president It 
la virtually admitted by leading mem- 
bera of the administration that upon 
only one point In peace negotiations 
Is there likely to be serious friction, 
and that ralatea to tha tatnre of the 
Philippines. 

As to Cuba and Porto Rico, our gov- 
ernment feels that thtre Is a reasona- 
ble certainty of encountering little op- 
position to cur demands. The Spanish 
government might l^alat upon the 
pro^ltlon thrown out by the Vatican, 
namely, that the United Statee shall 
annex Cuba, the ostensible purpose 
being to secure full protection for the 
Spanish element left in the island, but 
while thia wodld be a ▼exatloua point 
it would yield to adjustment 

As to the Phlllpplnefi there Is a full 
expectation of greater difficulties to be 
Burmoanted. There is reason to be- 
lUve that these difllealtiea like the 
Cuban settlement will be rather in- 
ternal than international ^in their 
character, at least from the outset. 
The president ia firmly of the opinion 
that tha UnltaA Itatea haa no oaa for 
tha ialand as a permanent poesessloiL 

There are however, erideaeee that 
a large ele...ient in the United States

Washington, July S8.— In diplomatic 
quarters Spain's peace proposal, made 
through the FVeneh ambassador, is the 
absorbing topic, and the answer of the 
president is awaited with keen in- 
terest The diplemats showed their 
interest early by calling at the state 
department and at tha IMieh em- 
bassy, to learn with more exactness 
the details of Spain's proposal. This 
developed several features of the prop- 
ealtloD which had not been entirely 
alaar befM*. 

In the flrat place, no foreign govern- 
ment outside of France has been con- 
sulted by Spain in this overture for 
peace, and the preeent movement is 
not share, directly or Indirectly, by Oer- 
many, Austria, Italy, Russia or Great 
Britain. It can now be stated, bow-

Wolff, the British ambassador at Mad 
rid, and M. Patenotre, the French am' 
baasador there, aa to which govern- 
ment should have the honor of initlat 
Ing the movement deelgned to restore 
the peace of the world. Owing to the 
cordiality existing between the gov- 
ernments of Oreat Britain and the 
United SUtes it was UAt at first that 
Sir Drummond Wolff would be com- 
missioned to approach the United 
States, acting at Washington through 
Sir Julian Pauncefote. But Spain ap- 
pears to have preferred the mediaUon 
of the French government, and as a 
result the negotiations finally were 
Intrusted to the French ambassador 
at Washington. 

Another essential point is the exact 
propoeition made by SpiUn. There 
haa been some miaapprehenaion over 
this, owing to the publication of an 
alleged text of the proposition, and 
other reports asserting that Spain 
asked Preeldent McKinley to state 
terms of peace. As a matter of fact 
the Spanish proposition does not men- 
tion the word "terms," and th.ere is 
no request w suggestion in it cnai 
the president shall state terms of 
peace. 

The distinct Inquiry made by Spain 
is as to whether the United States will 
oppn negotiations toward the setflc- 
inf lit of the war and the arrangement 
of peace. It is based on the theory 
that if the president answers in the 
affirmative then the negotiatlona for 
terms will be opened between commis- 
sioners or parties ( lothed with the re- 
sponsibility of bringing about a settle- 
ment Neither does the Spanish prop- 
osition contain any referenea to an 
armistice." 
At the same time it Is framed on 
the Idea that if peace negotiations are 
entered upon there will be a anspension 
of hoatillties pending an agreement 
upon the exact terms of peace. In 
this conectlon there appears to be a 
distinction made between the word 
armistice" and "suspension of hos- 
tUiUea." for while it is said the former 
Is not asked or expected, it seems to 
be taJ<en for granted that a suspen- 
sion of hostilities win be eeaential to 
carrying forward the peace negotia- 
tions. 

The Spanish proposition is clothed 

with all the solemnity and formality 
of a government act debplte the cable 
report from Madrid that the peace 
proposal is of a "private" nature. The 
instructions to M. Cambon bear the 
official signature of Duke Almodovar 
de Rio, the Spanish minister of for- 
eign affairs, and besides expressing 
the desires of the cabinet and govern- 
nmnt that the peace negotiations be 
opened, they are given the added sol- 
emnity of approval and earnest per- 
sonal request by Queen Resent Maria 
Cristina. 

The instructions bear the date of 
Madrid. June 25. These formalities 
dismiss all question in the minds of 
officials here as to the regularity of 
the Spanish proposition as expressive { 
of the wishes of the government of 
Spain. Aside from this M. Cambon is 
too much of a veteran in diplomacy 
to have embarked on any private 
overtures toward peace. 

Aa to the manner of conducting the 
peace negotiations several plans are 
said to be open, besides that of having 
General Porter and Senor Castillo, th 
United States and Spanish ambassa- 
dors at Paris, respectively, coaduct 
them. One plan ia to have Spain 
name peace plenipotentiariee who win 
come directly to Washington and con- 
duct negotiations. This, bc/wever, is 
said to be somewhat inexpedient, as 
it would take nine days for the Span 
ish plenipotentiariee ta reach Wash 
ington, and there is every desire to 
avoid delay. Another tentative plan 
is to have Spain name M. Cambon as 
the Spanish plenipotentiary to Wash 
ington, thaa oonfwrlhg on him an- 
thorlty to treat dlreetly with the pres 
ident and carry the negotlatioBs for 
ward to a oondnslon.

In detailing the flotation of the Dun- 
lop Tire company, Mr. Hooley said the 
namee on the directorate edat he- 

tween £80.000 and £100.000, Includ- 
ing those of Liord Alberniarle, £12,- 
600. and Lord De La Warr .1)25,000. 

In connection with the flotaUon. 
Mr. Hooley also said he lost £68,000 
on "prei^s calls," thoae being "shares 
Intended for people connected with 
newspapers,' whose names have not 
been divulged, though it la expected 
they will be made public later. 

In the course of hl.'^ testimony, Mr. 
Hooley detailed the payments he had 
made to newspapers. Including, as al- 
leged, tbe Pall Mall Gazette, the 
Financial Post, and a number of 
smaller papers. 

When Mr. Holey was ouestloned 
about £10,000 paid to Hary Marks, 
editor of the Financial News, he de- 
nied that It waa connected with the 
insertion of "paffa" ia the paper 
named. 

As a matter of fact, the supposed 
profit of the flotation of the Dunlap 
Tire company, amounting to £1,700^ 
000, had been "sweated" away to un- 
der £200,000. 

Mr. Hr.-jley further assc:ltd that 
he paid many thousands of pounds 
for introductions to Lords Ashburton.

In regard to the special tax to be paid 
by leaf tobacco dealers, the following de- 
cision by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue will be of intereet : 

A certain Collector asked whether 
warehousemen whose interest in to- 
bacco extends no further than their 
commission on sales made, are liable for 
special taxes, and if so, which clause 
provides for tliis^ " Under section 4 of 
the new law, the special tax imposed on 
dsalere in leaf tobacco is a graduated 
one, and is determined by the actual 
sales for the preceding fiscal year. The 
warehouseman or commission merchant 
dealing in leaf tobacco is liable to special 
tax under (hat section. In addition to 
this, he is required, under section 3,:;<lO 
of the revised statutes, as amended by 
act of March 1, 1879, to keep a book, 
form 50, and to enter therein daily the 
numbctr of hogsheads, cases and pounds 
of leaf tobacco purchased or received by 
him on assiyrnment, consignment, trans- 
fer, or l>y any other method; he must 
also keep a record of whom same were 
purchased or received, and the nnmber 
of hogsheads, cases or pounds sold by 
him; with the name and residence, in 
each instance, of the person to whom 
sold, and, if shipped, to what district. 
Any person required to keep such an ac- 
count of his transactions is liable to spec- 
ial tax as a dealer in leaf tolf>acco. 

A Collector asked upon what basis the 
special tax can be collected from a per- 
son engaging in the business of a dealer 
in leaf tobacco durinir the present year 
who either was not a dealer or was a 
member of a partnership of dealers last 
year. The reply is that be must pay a 
special tax of S«i when he first engages in 
business, and when his aggregate 
monthly sales exceed $50,000 be will be 
required to pay special tax; from the 
time his sales exceed that amount. If 
his sales exceed at any tima that amount, 
he will be required to pay the additional
